#179 — 1c 759 on Illustrated 
College Cover 


It’s been sometime since I have 
done much work on my 1859’s. Re- 
mounting some pages the other night 
I ran across an interesting item I had 
not mounted before — a lc 759 tied 
on a beautiful college cover — “Wes- 
leyan Female College, Hamilton, 
C.W.” — with beautiful illustration 
of college building. 

#180 — 5c 59 Forgery 

I thought I had reported this long 
ago but find I missed it somehow. I 
note that Boggs illustrates the le 
and 10c 1859 forgeries on page 209, 
with brief comment on page 210. I 
wish to report that the 5c value also 
exists, and like the le and 10c, ,was 
probably produced by Panelli. The 
cancellation (faked) is of the same 
type as illustrated by Boggs on the 
other values. 





#181 — Crown Cancels 

In packet #165 I mentioned a few 
crown cancels recently acquired, — 
now I wish to add to that report — 
just got them on the 2c and 5c regis- 
tration stamps. 

Along the same line Pd like to tell 
about a 3c large Queen which was 
sold at a local (U.S.) club auction a 
few weeks ago. Nobody really no- 
ticed that it had a pretty fair portion 
of the heavy type (Jarrett #855) 
crown cancel. Any crown cancel is 
scarce on large Queens. 

P.S.—It sold for $1.00! 


#182—No “Control Nos.” on 4c 
Royal Visit 

This has probably been mentioned 
before — but I must have missed it. 
Usually Canadian plate blocks bear a 
large plate number and control num- 
ber on the lower left plate. On the 
Citizen, Princess wedding, Parlia- 
ment, Cabot and Halifax Commemor- 
atives, — these were omitted. 

On the 4c Royal Visit — the large 
plate number appears — but no con- 
trol number. 
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#183 — Carberry, Man. Precancel 


At last I have completed my le 
Edward Precancels — by adding the 
Carberry, Manitoba variety,—Hoover 
Cat. #1-74. This is the only stamp 
precancelled by this little town of 
900 population. It’s a scarce thing, 
—and even better inverted, — which 
I suppose I will now have to try for! 


#184 — Fun With Cancels 


Tried mounting up a few pages of 
three cent carmine 1897 Leaf and 2c 
carmine Numerals the other night 
and was surprised with interesting 
cancellations 1 could show on these 
common stamps.

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Why I Collect Stamps 


(Given at a T.T.C. Stamp Club meet- 
ing by Secretary R. Smalley) 


Well, to be very honest I really 
can't tell you for sure just why I 
collect stamps. But in as few words 
as possible I will try and tell you 
how I got started on a collection. 
Most of you know that I have a son 
(by that I mean I had a son up to the 
age of 16) since then the Air Force 
seems to have taken up most of his 
time. However he likes this line of 
work and retires at the age of 48 and 
then he will have time to take up the 
hobby that he and I started years 
ago. An only child as a rule becomes 
lonesome. I mean that with no broth- 
ers or sisters he expects to develop 
a sister or a brother through his 
companionship with his father and 
mother. Well, such was the case as 
far as my son was concerned. I am 
very fond of gardening, fishing and 
hobbies of almost every description 
with the result that I include him 
along with all these activities and he 
liked them. Suddenly one Christmas, 
my wife, who knew we liked collect- 
ing something, bought my son a 
stamp album along with 1,000 stamps 
and a package of hinges. Now that 
was something new. We had this 
world wide album, and our first 
thought was to try and fill it as soon 
as possible. However, not knowing 
anybody who collected stamps, we 
just saved and bought stamps of the 
world. We went along this way until 
my lad enlisted and I moved away 
to the country and stamps for the 
time being were forgotten. 


After a lapse of several years I 
started in to work at Hillcrest and 
through my work I met your presi- 
dent. We started talking stamps 
again and once more I dug out the 
book. By this time I had more or less 
missed the boat on many of the 
earlier Canadian stamps and the re- 
sult was just a fair general collec- 
tion. My problem then was just what 
to collect and I am reasonably sure 
that no collector can be told what 
to collect. He just goes on and gath- 
ers stuff together that pleases his 
fancy. 

First of all there are collectors 
that have an idea that there is plenty 
of profit in collecting. They figure 


the monetary profit while the real 
collector figures the profit in educa- 
tion, knowledge and pleasure. These 
collectors buy a sheet of stamps and 
lay it away, but forget others are 
doing the same thing. They pay high- 
er prices than they should for other 
stamps and figure on a profit in two 
years time. They are not good collec- 
tors not even good speculators and 
at the end of a few years they use 


their sheets for postage. Then what 


happens they stop right there. Stamp 
collecting is a racket to them. 

However several thousand hard 
hearted collectors can’t be wrong. In 
all walks of life people collect 
stamps. It’s a relaxation and an 
escape from matters going on in a 
world that is about to have a nervous 
breakdown. It is the cheapest enter- 
tainment there is per dollar invested. 
Collect stamps for the pleasure of it 
and dividends are paid, not in coin 
of the realm but in the fine pleasure 
and education received. 

I collect stamps. Let’s say roughly 
over a period of ten years I have 
spent 50 cents a week on stamps. 
Simple doodling on a seratch pad 
shows that I have spent roughly $25 
a year. That just makes $250 in ten 
years for stamps that have kept me 
busy, and through them I figure that 
I have taken many armchair trips 
around the world with friends from 
the T.T.C. Stamp Club, which would 
have cost me many thousands of dol- 
lars and with less companionship. 

In closing, my motto is never tell 
a stamp collector what to collect be- 
cause if he doesn’t get a kick out of 
what he is collecting he wouldn’t 
have a stamp collection.

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FOURSQUARE MOUNTS 


K. Bileski of Station B, Winnipeg, 
Man., has come up with another spe-: 
cialty. This time it is a mount for 
plate blocks, either U.S. or Canada. 
The item is an embossed high quality 
bristol card. This embosisng is done 
in two sizes, one to accommodate a 
set of four in commemorative size 
and the other the regular size 
stamps. The embossed recess neatly 
accommodates the set of four posi- 
tions. Over these is an acetate cov- 
ering fixed to the card in the centre 
with a narrow piece of adhesive tape 
in the form of a cross. Angles of 
this cross provide support for inner 
corners of the block. The acetate cov- 
ering holds the blocks in the recess, 
raised edges of which afford support 
for outer edges of the blocks. Blocks 
are inserted by simply raising corn- 
ers of the acetate and can be easily 
inserted or removed. Stamps are held 
perfectly flat and each block in a 
Foursquare mount benefits by having 
access to air on two sides. While de- 
signed for a filing card system the 
mounts could be punched for a loose 
leaf binder. We believe they are be- 
ing placed on sale unpunched and 
sold only by the manufacturer at 15c 
each. A postwar set comprising 32 
commemorative mounts, 64 regular 
and 5 special delivery costs $15.15.

SCOTT’S CATALOGUE AND 
FIFTY YEARS AGO 
By Aubrey Kelson 


Few collectors or dealers could sit 
down together today and discuss 
philatelic conditions and collecting 
activities of 50 years ago. I have be- 
fore me a Scott’s catalog of 1902 
vintage which would to present day 
collectors reviewing it, incite more 
than casual interest. The extraordin- 
ary changes in value which have 
taken place during the intervening 
years are astonishing and in many 
cases past all imagination. As years 
roll on and for those who may be 
here in another half century, phila- 
telic values will then no doubt have 
repeated themselves. Rare classics of 
today may be unobtainable then or 
at almost prohibitive prices, possibly 
many gems will have found their 
way into museums. 

At the moment I am perusing the 
pages which list early Canada and 
note that number 3, our 12d black 
on laid paper in mint and used are 
quoted respectively at $500 and $400. 
Today we find them catalogued at 
$3,500 and $2,000. 

The large Queen stamps of 1868 
which I have always regarded as 
our most majestic issue of the early 
days, are priced at $1.17 for seven 
items from the lec to the 15c used, 
but with 5 extra shades included 
are valued at $1.88. Today the same 
seven copies are priced at $18. No 
mention is made in this 1902 edition 
of the thin paper printings, the 
watermarked stamps for six items 
are quoted $24 while today the price 
is $123. 

The laid paper 1c brown red and 
the 3c bright red are priced at $18.50 
but today the value is $120. The 2c 
green on laid paper was not mention- 
ed in those early days and of course 
was unknown. 

Another eye opener for many 
would be to see the quotations then 
for the 1897 Jubilees which for mint 
and used were listed at $23.75 and 
$13.50 respectively, while today the 
catalog value is $251.25 and $162.00. 
I have glanced at the pages for 
Great Britain and the renowned id 
black which was quoted at 12e each 
for used, today the price is $9. Pub- 
licity lately given to New Zealand’s 
first penny stamp caused me to look 
up the old price which for used was 
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$22.50, today it is $400. The price for 
mint was not given but a pair of the 
one penny mint was lately sold for 
one thousand pounds. 

Time marches on and no doubt in 
half a century from now similar in- 
creases in value will be recorded as 
they are today. 





THE OLYMPIC GAMES

Back of cover shows different Fin- 
nish sports motifs. 

Each cover will have a complete 
series of Olympic stamps and will 
be cancelled with the special cancel- 
lation and sent by registered mail. 
The price of each cover is 50c and 
payment can be made in cash, by 
check, or International Reply Cou- 
pons (5 for each cover). Type name 
and address or write in block letters 
stating number of covers desired.

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“G” PRINT ERROR 


An error has been discovered on 
Canada’s Official 10c Fur Industry 


stamp, Scott’s No. O26 in that the 
overprint “G” has been omitted from 
stamp number 31 on the upper left 
sheet of Plates No. 1 and 2. Appar- 
ently the overprinting operation is 
applied on one complete pane at a 
time and this particular unit, i.e., 
the letter “G” either fell out or be- 
came dislodged in some manner with 
the result that one stamp in every 
200 appeared with out the overprint. 
How many were done will probably 
never be known but the writer has 
information in writing from the Phil- 
atelic Agency in Ottawa that as soon 
as the error was discovered the en- 
tire stock was returned to the manu- 
facturers as being unsuitable. How- 
ever, prior to the discovery some 
sheets with the error were distribut- 
ed to various government depart- 
ments throughout the country in the 
normal manner and some were ac- 
tually used in joined pairs. 
Collectors will appreciate the fact 
that once the variety is severed from 
the normal we have nothing and in- 
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stances have been seen where this ac- 
tually happened. It is therefore ap- 
parent that we shall never know how 
many were produced and distributed 
unknowingly but it would seem that 
a major Canadian rarity has been 
created. 

A known example in the form of 
a complete sheet is owned by the 
Empire Stamp Co., Toronto, and the 
writer is the proud possessor of a 
mint block of six and a used pair on 
piece.—B. M. Keighley.

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U.S. NOTES 


By Marion Dick Peyton 





The Grand Coulee Dam commem- 
orative had its first day at Grand 
Coulee, Washington, on May 15th. 
The color is green and the design 
features a view of the Dam, which is 
reported to be the largest concrete 
dam in the world. 


A bill has been introduced in Con- 
gress which calls for issue of a com- 
memorative stamp of the late “Babe” 
Ruth, a baseball immortal, who be- 
came the nation’s hero about 25 
years ago when he established a 
home run record which has never 
been equalled by anyone. But it is 
understood that postal authorities 
don’t regard the proposal too favor- 
ably. They point out that a commem- 
orative was issued in 1939 for the 
baseball centennial (stamp commem- 
orating the national game) and that 
an issue of a Babe Ruth stamp eould 
bring many requests for stamps hon- 
oring other famous athletes. 

The writer wishes to point out the 
importance of slogan cancellations on 
covers. The Boy Scout Jamboree 
slogan which was used the last week 
in June and the first in July 1950 
is now selling at $1.00 a copy. Finest 
copies of the 1938 “National Airmail 
Week May 15-21 - Make the Airway 
- Your Mailway” bring $3.00. If one 
is interested enough to secure and 
hold them, they migh prove profit- 
able. However, prices are based on 
demand and scarcity. 

Two commemorative stamps issued 
during 1949 are still on sale at the 
Philatelic Agency in Washington. 
They are the 3c Puerto Rico election 
and the 66c Alexandria air mail. All 
the 1950 and 1951 commemoratives 
are available also as are the 5c, 10c, 
15e and 25c air mails issued in 1947. 
The new 80c “Diamond Head” stamp 
issued March 26th is also on sale. 
Also available is the complete set of 
1938 presidential series and the cur- 
rent special delivery stamps. Full 
sheets must be purchased of all but 
the higher denominations which must 
be bought in horizontal] strips of ten 
when plate numbers are wanted. This 
last may apply only to the 80c air 
mail. 


The NATO 3c commemorative is- 
sued April 4th and which is in a 
small format of the presidential 
series, is to be distributed to post 
offices in place of the regular 3c 
stamp. It is understood that a print- 
ing of two billion copies is planned. 
This is good news for collectors. 
They certainly will be a change from 
the ordinary 3c Jefferson when one 
is out of other 3c commemoratives. 

Oakland, California and Washing- 
ton, D.C., are using the Armed 
Forces Day slogan cancellation. This 
slogan was first used in 1950 and 
again last year but only in those two 


cities. The slogan reads “Armed 
Forces Day -- Third Saturday in 
May.” 


San Francisco, California, is using 
the slogan “Civil Defense - Needs 
You.” This is the second city to use 
this slogan. 

A few news briefs now for coming 


events. 


The Lafayette stamp will be blue. 
The design is a portrait of the Mar- 
quis in an oval frame flanked by the 
Stars and Stripes and the Tricolor 
of France. The U.N. will issue two 
new commemoratives this year. 
There are only five more U.S. com- 
memoratives scheduled for the re- 
mainder of this year. 

Commemorative for Gutenberg 
Bible will have first day in Wash- 
ington. No official announcement has 
been made, but it is planned to issue 
the stamp September 30th with cere- 
monies in the Coolidge auditorium in 
the Library of Congress. 

The Gutenberg Bible, which is con- 
sidered the first book printed from 
movable type, is believed to have 
been made in Mainz at about the 
time scribes were making the Great 
Bible. 

Four more U.S. commemoratives 
have been announced for 1952 but no 
first day dates are given yet. These 
will come later. 

A bill introduced in Congress 
would authorize issue of a commem- 
orative stamp for Charles Russell, 
Western cowboy artist who died in 
1926. The stamp, if issued, would 
have its first day sale at Great Falls, 
Montana, where the ‘painter lived. 

The stamp to be issued for the 
100th anniversary of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers will prob- 
ably have its first day sale at Chi- 
cago on September 3 where the so- 
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clety's centennial convention wili 
open on that date. 

The National Philatelic Museum 
has on display copies of the new 
U.N. air letter sheet and postal card 
which they plan to issue this year. 
The U.N. has made no official an- 
nouncement when these will appear 
but this will probably be forthcoming 
soon.

Kapuskasing, Ont. — Some people 
manage to hold on to the first dollar 
they earned as a souvenir. But Mike 
W. Chorney, 50, has one of the first 
55 bills ever issued in Canada and 
1t's not just a souvenir. 

It is part of his $25,000 collection 
of coins, medals and stamps. 

Chorney, a watchmaker and repair- 
man, started his collection as a 16- 
year-old farmboy in Yorkton, Sask., 
where he lived with his Ukrainian 
parents who came to Canada in 1895. 

His stamp collection is valued at 
$12,000 and includes a set of North- 
ern Ontario air mail covers. Among 
the set is one issued in 1926 by the 
Red Lake Aerial Mail Service and 
another bearing the mark of the 
Northern Air Service which operated 
out of Haileybury. 

Chorney's coin collection is made 
up of 30,000 pieces which weigh 
about 50 pounds. He has a German 
silver thaler, struck in 1645, and for 
= which he says he could pretty well 
name his own price. 

Among his collection of folding 
money is one of the original issues 
brought out by the Bank of Brant- 
ford in 1859. He has a $4 note issued 
by that bank the same year, 

He has gathered his articles from 
friends who are always on the look- 
out for material, exchange and out- 
right purchase. So far he has spent 
about $6,500 on his hobby.
